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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

TTie specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it. m such fUll, clear, concise, and exact tenns as to enable any person skiUed STto 

contemplated by the mventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 2-9, 1 1, and 15-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the 
relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the 
claimed invention. Claims 2 and 15 refer to dioxin as opposed to dioxine was not described in 
the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the 
inventor(s), at the time the apphcation was filed, had possession of the claimed invention as 
dioxin and dioxine are two entirely different chemical compounds. Claims 1 1 and 21 refer to 
fourth combustion section equal to or more than 1 .5 seconds which was not described in the 
specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the 
inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 10, 13, 14, and 22-25 are allowed.
